Asked if he thought the strike lead- 
ers would ignore the injunction, he an- 
swered: “I do not know. They will 
have to follow their own bent and con- 
victions. ButI think I know the char- 
acter of men they are. They are tntel- 
ligent and patriotic American citizens, 
and they are not likely to surrender 
their constitutional rights and privi- 
leges at the behest of any court.” 


Predicts Injunction Will Fail. 

Mr. Gompers predicted that the in- 
junction would have no effect in ending 
the strike. 

“Tt will not get the men back to 
work One moment sooner,” he said. 
“Mr, Daugherty may find that he has 
stirred up a hornets’ nest rather than 
having placated the situation. One of 
its chief effects will be to promote the 
manufacture of radicalism and bolshe- 
viem.”’ 

Attorney General Daugherty, by rea- 
son of his appearing in court with the 
petition for the injunction, had become 
“attorney for the railroad companies,” 
Mr. Gompers charged. 

“It is most strange,” he continued, 
“that all the power of the government 
of the United States should be used to 
coerce the men into a surrender of 
their rights and interest, while not one 
move has been made by that govern- 
ment to punish the railroads for no less 
than 104 violations of orders of the 
railroad labor board.” 

Mr. Gompers said the provisions of 
the injunction violated the constitu- 
tional right of free speech. 

“About the only: thing the injunc- 
tion does not contain is an order to the 
men to return to work under penalty 
of fine and imprisonment-for contempt 
of court,” he said. “They have closed 
up all the avenues of publicity except 
perhaps the wireless. They seem to 
have oevriooked broadcasting.” 


“No Law Against Personal Abuse.” 


Mr. Gompers appeared aggrieved at 
the clause in the injunction plea forbid- 
ding the “taunting of men at work.” 
“I’ve never heard of taynting as a 
violation of law,” he said. “They must 
not call these fellows ‘ scabs.’ I suggést 
they call them instead ‘industrial an- 
gels.’ 

In support of his contention that the 
terms of the injunction violate the pro- 
visions of the Clayton anti-trust law, 
Mr. Gompers cited section 20, which 
specifies conditions under which re- 
straining orders may not be granted. 
This sectfon provides that no restrain- 
ing order or injunction shall be grant- 
ed “unless necessary to prevent ir- 
reparable injury to property, or to a 
property right, of the party making 
the application.” 


Fear Effect on Anthracite Peace. 

There was apprehension here to- 
night that the granting of the restrain: 

ing order on the eve of the expected 
_ settlement of the anthracite coal strike 
might have a deterring effect on these 
proceedings. The President, following 
a conference with Senator Reed {Pa.], 
authorized the statement that the ad- 
ministratign would not be surprised to 
hear some time tomorrow that the an- 
thracite strike had been settled. 

The injunction came as a surprise to 
congress and created’ something of a 
sensation when "s of it was re 
ceived. Senat Commins (lowa), 
chairman of the senate interstate com- 
merce committee, who favors anti- 
strike legislation for'the railroads, ad- 
mitted that he had been consulted 

about it, but declined to comment on 
- the action of the attorney general 
other than to say: 

“Any move that will ‘help keep the 
rallf@ads in operation has my ap- 
proval.” 

Senator Underwood (Ala.),, Demo- 
cratic leader, promptiy indorsed Mr. 
Daugherty’s action. 

Senator Wadsworth (N. Y.), said: 
“Tf the attorney geheral’s efforts are 
successful in preventing further de- 
terioration of locbmotives and other 
rolling stock by sabotage they will go 
a long way towards restoring trans- 
portation to its normal condition.” 

Senator Walsh [{Mont.], Democrat, 
said: 

“It goes beyond any strike order 
which ever had the commendation of 
any court.

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Attorney General Daugherty’s Plea for Sweeping Injunction 


» 


Attorney General Daugherty’ | 
statement to the court in which he 
outlined the reasons underlying the 


government's application for an in- 
janction follows: 


The United States government, 
through the attorney general, in order 
to carry on the functions of the gov- 
ernment, has filed this bill of com-| 
plaint and now asks for a temporary 
restraining order against all of the 
defendants. 


It is with great regret that I am 
compelled to institute this proceeding 
on behalf of the government. Consid-| 
ering existing conditions and the wel- 
far@ of the people of America, there is 
no other course, and under the cir- 
cumstances I have not the slightest 

ar or doubt of the government’s posi- 
tion. 


When the parties interested in the 
dispute decided ‘by the labor board 
found that they could not, by .negotia- 
tions between themselves, agree upon 
any plan by way. of adjustment of their 
differences, at the request of both sides 
an appeal was miate to the President 
of the United States to contribute his 
g00d offices to bring about a settle- 
ment. 

“Displayed Marvelous Patience.” 

No man, officially or unofficially, in 
undertaking to bring about an adjust- 
ment which would preven the 
necessity of this proceeding, and pre- 
vent possibly more severe action on 
the part of the government, ever dis- 
played a more marvelous patience, a 
more deep seated interest, or conscien- 
tious application to any task in the 
interest of any people, than the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


The President at one time, after 
many conferences with the repre- 
sentatives of both sides, and when he 
hoped and believed he had assurances 
from both sides involved in the disputé 
that a certain proposition would be ac- 
cepted, made the proposition to the 
executives of the railroads and the of- 
ficers of the Federated Shop Crafts 
which was ultimately rejected in part 
by the railroads. 

That proposition was made because 
the President knew that two strikes, 
one of which practically prevented the 
production of coal in this country, and 
the other of which materially crippled 
transportation and interstate com- 
merce, causing hardship and loss and 
suffering to the people, were in prog- 
ress, and his first consideration was 
in the people’s interest and the public 
welfare. 


Crafts Reject Proposal. 

After rejection of the first proposal, 
the President made a second proposi- 
tion, acting as mediator. The Feder- 
ated Shop Crafts, through its repre- 
senatives, the defendants, named in 
this bill, rejected the second proposi- 
tion. Negotiations for a compromise 
have since continued between the rail- 
way executives and the officers of the 
shop crafts, with frequent conferences 
by both with the President, and all 
without avail. 

In the meantime, the equipment of 
the railroad companies is so material- 
ly affected by acts of vandalism and 
inattention that the service of the com: | 
panies is generally seriously impaired, 
and, in some instances, the railroads 
have abandoned the running of trains 
altogether. 

On. Aug..11, the President issued a 
proclamation calling upon the de- 
fendants and their associates to re 
turn to the service, to observe the de- 
cision of the labor board, and in any 
event, not to interfere with the serv- 
ice, and not to interfere with men who 


are willing to enter ‘or ey in the 
service.

The President, in"his message to con- 
gress on Aug. 18, 1922, laying this en- 


coal strike, very tru’bfully said: 
“The government can have no chart 
fot its course except the law... . 
These conditions cannot remain in 
free America. If free men canpot toil 
according to their own lawful choos- 


‘ing, all our constitutional guaranties 


born of democracy are,surrendered to 
mobocracy and the freedom of a hun- 
dred million is survendered to the 
small minority which would have no 
law There are statutes for: 
bidding conspiracy to hinder interstate 
commerce. There are laws to assure 
the highest possible safety in railway 
service. It is my purpose to invoke 
these laws, civil and criminal, against 
all offenders alike. The legal safe- 
guarding against like menaces in the 
future must be worked out when no 
passion sways, when no prejudice in- 

fluences. when the whole problem may 
be appraised, and the public welfare 
may be asserted against any and every 
interest which assumes authority be- 
yond that of the government itself. 

We must reassert the doc- 

trine that in this republic the first ob- 
ligation and the first aliegiance of 
every citizens high or low, is to his gov- 

ernment, and to hold that government 
to be the just and unchallenged spon- 

sor for public welfare, and the liberty, 

security, and rights of all its citizens. 
No matter what clouds may gather, no 
matter what stoms may ensue, ne 
matter what hardships may attend or 
what sacrifice may be necessgry, gov- 
ernment by law must and will be sus- 
tained. 

“Wherefore I am resolved to use 
all the power of the government to 
maintain transportation and sustain 
the right of men to work.” 


“Representing People Alone.” 

I do not appear here as a representa- 
tive of the railroads; I appear here by 
virtue of law requiring me to do so, 
representing the government of ‘the 
United States and the people of the 
United States. The government of the 
United States will never lift ‘its hand 
against or touch a torch to the welfare 
of labor in its legitimate pursuit or to 
deny it what it is entitled to. The 
United States could not have been de 
velaped but for labor. -Without that 
which labor produces‘the people of the 
United States cannot be prosperous, 
and, in fact, they cannot live. 

Tomorrow it will be said by some 
persons more malicious than truthful 
that this proceeding is intended as a 
death blow to the unions, and inas- 
much as a falsehood travels twice as 
fast as the truth, let me today start 
the truth on its way in advance—that, 
in my judgment, this movement is néc- 
essary for the protection’ dnd the 
preservation of the unions themselves. 

The government of the United States 
is hot opposed to labor unions.if they

while the labor unions limit their ac: 
tivities to legitimate acts and lawful 
pursuits not injurious to society, at 
least while I speak, and to the ex-

Deems Restraint Imperative. 

There are many who believe, on ac: 
count of the arrogance of certain offi- 
cialis of labor unions, that the unions 
themselves should be destroyed. I do 
not think they should, but I think they 
should be corrected and restrained. _If 
the acts of violence and murder are 
inspired by the unions, then it is time 
for the government to call a nalt. No 
organization or association, no matter 
how well organized or how powerful 
it may be, can hold its constitution 
or its laws supreme over the govern- 
ment, the constitution and the laws of 
the United States of America. 

No union, or combination of unions, 
can, under our laws, dictate to the 
American union. When the unions 
claim the right to dictate to the gov- 
ernment and to dominate the Ameri- 
can people and deprive the American 
people of the necessities of life, then 
the government will destroy the 
unions, for the government of the 
United States is supreme and must 
endure. 

No labor leader, or capitalistic leader, 
nor organization or association of any 
kind or kinds, or combination of the 
same, will be permitted by the govern- 
ment of the United States to laugh in 
the frozen faces of a famishing people 
without prompt prosecution and proper 
punishment. 

Ample Authority for Order. 


There is ample authority in the laws 
of this country to support the court in 
the issuance of the restraining order 
prayed for in this proceeding. All mod- 
ern decisions support the authority of 
the government laid down more ex- 
haustively and foreefully in the Debs 
case, 158 U. 8S. 564, than probably in 
any other particular case decided by 
any court. In that case many of the 
serious offenses complained of in the 
case at bar were involved, 

Mr. Justice Brewer soundly pro- 
nounced the law of this country to be: 

“The complaint filed in this case 
clearly shows an existing obstruction 
of artificial highways for the passage 
of interstate commerce and the trans- 
mission of the mails, not only tem- 
porarily existing, but threatening to 
continue, and under it tho Circuit court 
had power to issue its process of in- 
junction. 

“The government of the United 
States has jurisdiction over every 
foot of soil within its territory, and 
acts directly upon each citizen. 

“Injunction Power Recognized.” 

‘While it may be competent for the 
government through the. executive 
branch and in the use of the entire 
executive power of the nation, forcibly 
to remove all such obstructions (ob-

The right to work in this country is 
as sacred as the right not to be com- 
pelled to work, if a man is not disposed 
to do so, and every man must be made 
equally secure in Ris choice. .I take 
notice of the fact that, in the legisila- 


tive branch .of the. government, tho; 
“| situation is deemed so serious that the 


taking over of the railroads by the gov- 
ernment is considered necessary. 


I do not believe that time has yet 
come. The government has not reached 
the point where it will admit its in- 
ability to protect the rightful owners 
of property in their right_to use that, . 
property for the general welfare of the ) 
whole people, and to require the owners 
of the railroads to furnish that service 
which ig essential to the life of com- 
merce, to. the life of industry, to human 
life, and even tothe very life of the 
government itself. 

Asks Uninterrupted Service. 

These defendants, considering the 
temperament of the people of the 
United States, can do no wiser or more 
beneficial thing for union labor than 
to consent that this temporary restrain- 
ing order, if it should be granted by the 
court, be made permanent. 

I am not in this capacity before this 
honorable court pleading any cause of 
the railroads as their advocate, except 
as may be neceSsary to the weifare of 
the American people. The railroads 
are built under pledge to operate their 
lines. Representing the American peo 
ple in this preceeding, I demand that 
the operation of the railroads shall not 
be interrupted in the service the gov- 
ernment requires them to perform. 

The dispute between the employers 
and employés is not involved in this 
proceeding. We have passed beyond 
that point. A governmental body en- 
titled to recognition and obedience has 
decided that dispute. I am not taking 
sides between the disputants at this 
time as an advocate of either. 

It so happens in this instance that 
the railroads are willing to render the 
service the government requires they 
shall render. They are trying to serve 
the American people. They are trying 
to observe the law. They are endeav- 
oring to furnish transportation. On 
the other hand, the defendants are pre- | 
venting transportation and are. offend- 
ing against the law, as alleged in this 
bill, and by acts of violence are aritag- 
onizing and Opposing the government 
of the United States. 

Rich and Poor Amenable. 


The government lays its hands on 
rich and poor alike when they do not 
obey the law, and if the government 
fails to follow out that policy, the gov- 
ernment itself fails to obey the law. 

I had hoped this controversy would 
not come.to this point. I had hoped 
both parties would abide by the decision 
of the labor board.

He says in his interview that his argu- 
ments, relate to’ no personal case and 
that his views on.the subject are not 
new. Dr. Grant in sermons has handled 
radical subjects. In 1916, after he 
preached a sermen on the subject, Dr. 
W. T. Manning, now Bishop Manning, 
issued a statement charging that the 
sermon, as reported,” plainly and un‘ 
equivocally. taught free love.” Dr. 
Manning at that time on Bisitop 
Greer.to take action against Dr. Grant. 
The delay in the marriage of ‘Dr. 
Grant and Mrs. Lydig is understood 
to have been caused by word from 
Bishop Manning that such a marriage 
would be a plain violation of the rules 
of the church and that he would act 
drastically if it took place. 


“ Arrays Church Against Civil Law.” 


Dr. Grant attackea the canon 
against the remarriage of a ‘divorced 
person on the ground that the Biblical 
injunction is of doubtful authenticity 
and expressed a Jewish custom rather 
than a universal truth. 

After pointing to the increase of 
civil marriages because of the policy 
of the church he continued: 

“The rich as a group do not care 
much what the marriage laws are. 
The poor resort to bigamy and deser- 
tion when matters go Wrong at home.” 

In recommending a liberalization of 
the canon to permit divorce and re- 
marriage for adultery, desertion, cruel- 
ty, incurable insanity, habitual drunk- 
enness, and other causes, Dr. Grant 
said: 

“Divorce used to be thought a 


{ scheme put forward. by bad men to 


gratify their passions. In reality it is 
relief sought by good women.” 


An Age of Transition. 


“The Episcopal church at present 
permits remarriage only to the inno- 
cent party in*e divorce for adultery,” 
he continued. “It refuses to remarry 
persons who have secured decrees on 
the ground of incurable insanity, habit- 
ual drunkenness, life imprisonment, 
cruélty, willful desertion, lack of sup- 
port, and mutual unsuitableness, al- 
though these are recognized by most 
civil courts as just causes for divorce. 

“The real question is whether the- 
ology or science is to frame our social 
institutions; an ascetic conception or 
the experience and needs of humanity; 
the dead or the living. 

“You cannot make the Biblea hand- 
book for modern lawmakers. The lib- 
eral needs of an age break through and 
discard the ideas of the past. If we 
followed the New Testament text we 
should not have prohibition today.”

COAL MINES NOW 
OPERATING 60 
PER CENT NORMAL 


Output Well Handled 
by Western s. 


Coal production in Illinois is now 
running about 60 per cent normal and 
some rators in the southern fields 
say if the car supply keeps up and 
demand jogs along at a faster pace, 
next winter will see a drop in the price 
of coal at the mines. 

For the week ended Thursday about 
1,300,000 tons of commercial! fuel were 
mined in the state, according to reports 
compiled yesterday by Dr. F. C. Hon- 
nolé, trade statistician. Normal out- 
put at this season ranges around 
2,000,000 tons a week. A price of $5 
a ton at the mine in the southern field 
appears to be the present standard. 
Generally speaking, the pits are work- 
ing an average of five hours a day five 
days a week. 


Western Roads in Good Shape. 
Producers declare that wes coal 
railroads are in far better pe to 
handie fuel traffic than has been gen: 
erally estimated. The lines that haul 
the bulk of Illinois bituminous are 
eaid to be in’better shape than eastern 
coal carriers. The Burlington and the 
Illinois Central, the two largest coal 
carriers in/the state, are reported in 
advance of most other western lines in 
condition of rolling stock and engines, 
and coal operators along these lines re- 
port a normal supply of cars and trans- 
portation facilities. The Burlington is 
said to have fewer “in bad order” 
cars now than it had July 1, when the 
shopmen’s strike started. 
80 Per Cent in East. 


The eastern carriers yesterday de- 
clared they had about 80 per cent of 
normal forces now working in their 
shops, while the western railways de- 
clare the number of shop employés on 
their lines is now 59 per cent of what 
it numbered when the strike started. 
On Aug. 29 they report 92,229 men in 
the shops, an increase of 34,154 men 
since Aug. 1. A real traffic congestion 
is generally expected to appear in the 
late fall and winter, when the coal and 
grain movements and the extra traffic 
demands of reviving business collide 


and produce a jam.

Question of Bail May 
Bring Legal Battle.

Marion, Ill., Sept. 1.—{Special.}— 

While the grand jury proceeded with 
its investigation of the Herrin massa 
cre today Attorney General Brundage 
let it be known that it wes no use for 
any one involved in the killings to try 
to escape, for federal agents are “at 
the back and front door” of every man 
who will be made a defendant in the 
case. 
Otis Clark, the first man in the net, 
remained in jail, declaring he was “in- 
nocent as a lamb,” and it has developed 
that the bond hearing over his release 
will be an extended legal battle in 
which evidence probably will be taken. 
This will not start for a week at least 
and probably not until the grand jury 
has returned all indictments. ; 

The bail decision in the Clark ca 
will then be used as a precedent for the 
others. If, as anticipated, a great 
number of men are indicted, it means 
a big bill to the county and an over- 
crowded jail unless they are released 
on bonds. 

Like Murphy-Mader Hearing. 

Attorneys state there are no Su- 
preme court decisions to settle the 
question of bail in a murder case. One 
side contends that bail cannot be 
granted unless the defendant calls in’ 
the witnesses named on the indictment 
and their evidence tends to show he 
may be innocent. : 

The other contention is that the 
atate must prove by evidence that there 
ia reasonable ground to believe the ac- 
cused guilty of a capital crime and 
that the indictment is mot evidence 
enough. 

A hearing similar to the Murphy- 
Mader-Shea bond hearing in Chicago 
will develop. Attorneys A. W. Kerr, 
George R. Stone, and A. C. Lewis, rep- 
resenting the miners’ union, have filed 
appearances for Clark. 

The grand jury struck several snags 
today. Two men refused to testify on 
the ground that their answers might 
incriminate themselves. Judge D. T. 
Hartwell has intimated that he would 
not force such witnesses to talk.

‘Then a formal bill of complaint con- 
tained in fifty-one typewritten pages 
was real by Solicitor Esterline.: Fol- 
lowing this, Mr. Daugherty addressed 
the court in what proved to be a sen- 
sational plea yor the petition. 

“It is with great regret,” he said, 
“that I am compelled to institute this 
proceeding on behalf of the. govern- 
ment. Considering existing conditions 
and the welfare of the people of Amer- 
ica, there is no other course, and, under 
the circumstances, I have not. the 
slightest fear or dubt of the govern- 
ment’s position.” 


Hints More Drastic .Move. 


In reviewing the history of the 
strike, the attorney general paid trib- 
ute to President Harding's efforts to 
settle the rail and coal mine walkouts. 
In this connection he hinted at even 
more severe action contemplated by 
the government when he referred to 
the attempts the President had made 
to “ bring about an adjustment which 
would prevent the necessity of this 
proceeding and prevent, possibly, 
more severe action on the part of the 
government.” 

Althouzh prepared copies of the 
statement the attorney general was 
to make to the court did not contain it, 
Mr. Daugherty referred in some detail 
to the cost of the shopmen’s P essa

Because of strike violence, he said, 
there had been requests for 40,000 
deputy marshals and that 5,500 depu- 
ties, in addition to many special serv- 
ice men, had n assigned to strike 
duty.

Federal control, suf- 
ficiently stern to insure the welfare of the common- 
wealth, would interfere, and would bring with it an 
overthrow of traditional liberty and a widening of the 
scope of activities of the federal government, with 
consequences difficult to foresee. 

It appears, therefore, that the only method of saving 
organized labor is to abandon the present policy of 
selfishness and disregard of the general public. Only
